NAVAL MEN IN 
CIVILIAN SHIPS. 


Why Liners are Used for 
Transport. 


There has been a.great deal of 
controversy recently regarding 
the transport of naval officers 
and ratings from the China 
Station to England. A local 
contemporary referred yesterday 
tos paragraph taken from the 
current issae of Truth on com- 
mandeering accommodation in 
passenger liners when an idle 
warship might be used for such 
purpose. Our contemporary 
published also a paragraph from 
the London end Chine Evpress 
regarding the recent arrival 
Home of a number of officers and 
ratings per P. & O. steamer. This 
paper refers also to a new craw. 
for a vessel on the Station and

In tts” original’ ‘form the 
dictionary was essentially a one- 
man work, stamped: with ths in- 
dividuality of its campiler, moh 
as made the Groat Lexicographar 
world-famous. Ofcoarse, clerical 
assistants might be employed; 
this was merely for the copyist'’s 
task. Nowadays this kind of 
undertaking calls for a 
whole society of collaborators. 
TInnunmrerable supplementary 
sections are appended, giving the 
work an encyclopasdic charaster. 
Even in regard to the part which 
‘mas be called the dictionary 
proper, the subject is handled 
with such wealth of detail and 
specialised knowledge as to call 
for the co-operation of many 
hands. <A page is filled with the 
names of the contributors in one 
| American production of the kind 
that I have been glancing at. 
The modern dictionary, quite a 
Ubrary in itself. may run to 
several volumes, but the one-book 
orm appears still to be preferred 
by the compilers, sometimes 
to the inconvenience of the user.

A corres dent addresses the 
follawing letter to the North 
China Daily News: . 

¥ think that the attantion ofthe 
Chinese authorities should 
called to the abuses that exist or 
the local’ Chinese exchanger. 
These exobanges arte not ex: 
changes at all but are really 
garobling establishments or what 
the Americana ‘call “‘bucket 
shops." With the exception ot 
only a few bona fide cash transacy 
tions, selling and buying does not 
take place with a viaw todalivery. 
The intention of the customer is 
merely to pocket the. difference 
between the prico which he pass 
and the price to which the 
commodity or stock = rises. 
The dealings are simply in 
profits and losses, not in the 
securities or commodities them- 
solves, As prices fluctuate, the 
differences flow into the pocsets 
of the winners. 

There are now in Shanchal 
over 20 exchanges which have 
come inte baing within the recent 
montha, These exchanges cover 
nesrly all the important Chinese 

‘trades. . 

Most of the quotations are for 
forward transactions. fhuudredsa 
of thousands of piculs of 
Tungchow cotton are “honght 
and sold’ on the Stock and Pro- 
duce Exchange and the Cotton 
Exchange evers month and it ix 
safe to say that only a few piculs 

actually chance hands at the end 
af the month. 

Looking up the quotations ot 
the Yarn Exchange & Cotton Ex- 
‘change, we find that ihes are ull 
for forward  deliveries—trom 
August right upto Decerzber. Mr. 
Wang. who does not own a single 
catty (not to sar picul) of Tung- 
chow cotton, may goto the Catton 
Exchange and tell bis broker to 
sell for him 1.000 piculs of this 
commedity for Septemberdelivery 
and of course if the price goes 
down in the meanwhile, an order 
to buy 1,000 piculs is given to the 
broker.
